A New Fibre 
Made From Ground 
Developed By British Chemists 


British Chemists in the laborator-| 


fes of Impetial Chemical Industries 
have evolved a new fibre. It is made 
from ground-nuts, more popularly 
known us monkey-nuts, and has the 
soft, warm feeling of wool. The 
material, known as Ardil, has been 
ready for development since the be- 
ginning of the war but has been 
held up. 

It is hoped that Government ap- 
proval may soon be given for the 
process to be developed In the Brit 
fah textile industr 

Ardil is regarded not merely as a 
substitute for wort, but as a comple- 
mentary fibre which may enable 
lighter woollen fabrics to be made, 
‘Added to cellulose, cotton, or rayon 
it gives the fabric a new resilience 
‘and creas-resisting property besides 
‘warmth.

Fishing conditions in Jasper are 
better than ever before, Major Wood 
rported, Rainbow trout eggs were 
collected in the spring and eastern 
brook trout eggs in the fall. Some 
Great Lake trout were also cultivated 
‘and the fish were raised in a hatchery 
on the Maligne River until they 
were fingerlings, then they were dis- 
tributed to the Iakes throughout the 
park, : 

Last summer 250000 fingerlings 
were distributed ‘and 115,000 exes 
were sent to other national parks. 
Tn addition, 150,000 brook trout are 
now in the hatchery awaiting spring 
distribution, Brook trout are sent 
to the Maligne Lake system and 
*Rainbows to the other lakes. 

The rolds and trails are in good 
condition, he said. No new. trails 
have been opened up during the war, 
except the one-way secondary roads 
to facilitate the transport of supplies 
‘and equipment to the fire rangers
